Dear Sir Robert,- 


Mr. Massey has just informed 
me that the Government has decided against 
calling together the “ducation Committee appointed 
last January, and of which you are Chairman. 


There is no good reason, however, 
why those interested in the educational welfare 
of Canada cannot meet of their own accord. I 
understand that the Universities Conference meets 
in Ottawa during the month of May. On an invitation 
from that Conference,I am sure that the Great War 
Veterans' Association, Organized Labour and a 
representative from the National Council of Women 
would be only too pleased to meet in a joint 
conference. 


I do not desire to see the whole 
matter held in abeyance because the Government 
dogs not see fit to take any action and, therefore, 
I sttempted to make the above suggestiong. Let 
me assure you that the Great War Veterans are very 
much in earnest about the future of Canadian 
education, and we desire to work in accord with, 
as well as assist all those who stand for a better 
Canada.

Dear Sir Robert:- 


The following is a copy of a resolution 
passed at the last meeting of the Dominion Executive 
of the Great War Veterans' Association, held here June 
5th to 9th:- 


"That the recommendations made by the Universities 
of Canada in recent Conference be endorsed by the 
Dominion Executive Committee of the Great War 
Veterans' Association, amending the amount of 
financial assistance to read $500.00 instead of 
$350.00 per annum, and that the reference to the 
Department of Soldiers' Civil Re-Establishment 

be deleted." 


You no doubt have seen in the press that 
the Great War Veterans'Association have taken a very 
decided stand with regard to the Department of Soldiers' 
Civil Re-Establishment, advising that the present Minister 
and Deputy Minister be changed. How much progress we 
shall make remains to be seen. If a change is made I 
hope for better things educationally. 


The three members of the Advisory Committee 
and Mr. MacNeil leave here about the 20th for Vancouver. 
Mr. Loughnan and Mr. MacNeil will not be back here before 
the middle of July. Mr. Maxwell and myself, who are 
making a visit to the principal cities of the West, will 
not return until the end of the month.
